Heppner is a town of about 1250 inhabi- 
tants, the seat of Morrow County, Ore., at 
the terminus of a branch of the Oregon 
Railroad and Navigation Co. 

Farming and stock raising are the chief 
industries. 

Willows creek. which is given as the 
cause of the disaster. is ordinarily a small

The hardest work remaining to be done 
is that of relief. Although many homes, 
which have been submerged, are now out 
of water it will be a week or longer before 
they can be occupied, and, in the mean- 
time, the fidod sufferers must be cared for 
by the committee. 

Long lines of women and children were 
formed again Monday morning in front of 
relief headquarters, waiting for clothing. 

As the water goes down men are being 
sent into the flooded district to examine the 
streets and house, and report on what must 
be done to repair the damage of the flood. 
Boats, however, must still be used in a 
large part of the flooded district. 

The low ground between the streets is 
still full of water, much of which will have 
to be pumped out, as the street walls on 
all sides form a network of dams about it. 

The water is falling little if at all along 
the rock road to the bluffs. Passengers of 
the Suburban electric line are still trans- 
ferred by wagons through the water near 
Lake Bridge.

The cost of the whisky if bought 
bottie would have been $3500. If 


saloon it would have cost $7117. His entire 
expenditure for tobacco and liquor during 
his 4 years of life was about $8200.

NEW TRIALS FOR PERJURY 


Judge Ryan Grants New Hearing to 
Denny and Bersch Under Su- 
preme Court Ruling. 

Charies J. Denny and Edmund Bersch, 
convicted of perjury and under sentence of 
two and five years in the peritentiary, re- 
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Illinois. 

August Wilhelms of Red Bud, Ill, heard 
about gold on his farm in 18351. He dis- 
covered it by accident a week ago and 
now he has bought drills and turned miner. 

“When I went to the war my mother 
said there was gold on the place,” says 
Wilhelm. “And after I came back she 
often told me about it. On her deathbed 
she said, ‘August, don’t forget to clear 
that hill southeast of the house, for I 
know you will find gold.’ ” ‘ 

That was three years ago. A week ago 
August E. Wilhelm, Jr., started out to 
make firewood of the timber on the hill. 
While clearing it away his ax struck 4a 
rock which glittered as it rolled into the 
sunsbine. 

“TI guess that’s grandmother's gold,”’ said 
Wilhelms, and he carried the pieces of 
shattered rock to his father. 

The latter took them to a jeweler in Red 
Bud. The jeweler said there was gold, but 
he did not know how much. 

Then the elder Wilhelms bought a rill 
and began work in the bed of Black creek, 
running through his farm near the hill. 
He filled a shot bag with the sand brought 
up by the drill and sent it to Regis Chau- 
vent, a.8t. Louls assayer. 

The sand assayed one ounce of silver 
and 5.08\ounces of gold to the ton. At this 
rate the sand is worth $102.10 a ton. 

Wilhelms has increased his mining equip- 
ment and gone to work. He will work 
through’ the creek bed and over the hill. 

Withelm's farm is in the southern part 
of Monroe County. Illinois. Witheims has 
owned it since 145. He has lived on the 
place most of the time since he bought it, 
doing ordinary farming. 

“My mother often talked of gold on the 
place,” sald Wilhelms. “But I guess I 
hud it figured out that all the gold was in 
my corn and wheat. I never did any pros- 
pecting, although I had often noticed that 
the sand along Black creek bottom glit. 
tered sometimes.

THE RAILROADS!

Supreme Court Knocks Out 
Atty.-Gen. Crow’s Writ 
of Quo Warrants. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 15.—The S8u- 
preme Court today quashed the writ of quo 
warranto in the case of Attorney-General 
Crow against the railroad companies. This 
is the reconsignment case. Burgers wrote 
the opinion. All the judges of the banc 
concur with Judge Burgess in the decision 
of the case. It is a victory for the rail- 
roads. The court sustained the plea made 
by the railroads that this proceeding was 
prosecuted solely for the vindication of 
private rights and the redress of private 
grievances, and therefore ordered the writ 
hegetofore issued against the raflroads 
quashed. The court holds a wrong to a 
private individual or individuals cannot be 
corrected by a quo warranto proceeding. 
The courts say that the statute provides 
ample relief for remedy of such private 
wrongs as are complained of in this pro- 
ceeding at the hands of the railroad and 
warehouse commissioners and to those 
commissioners such matters should be re- 
ferred for adjustment. 

Continuing, the court says that quo war- 
ranto is not a remedy to determine dis- 
putes between private persons and a corpo- 
ration, but is to determine by what right 
a corporation exercises wrongfully or il- 
Jegally a certain franchise or to oust it 
from the right to be a corporation, for an 
abuse or non-use of a franchise granted. 

“Quo warranto wil] only lle against a 
corporation,”’ says the court, “for some 
violation of its charter.” 

Replying to the contention of the attor- 
ney-seneral that under certain sections of 
revised statutes railroads are required to 
ett tency m any track they own. 

se, in use, the court says: 


“We are unable to concur r 
that because the statute lame Mod 
tional duties upon initial carriers to those 
incurred by contract, expressed or implied 
that therefore it. in any way deprives the 
railroads of the right to assess and collect 
the reasonable compensation for such ex- 
tra work.

“Nor do we think the tnformation shows 
euch a estate of facts as would from any 
standpoint of view authorize the issuance 
of the writ of ouster. The plea to the 
information will be susta'ned and the writ 
quashed. Tt ta so ordered. All concur.” 
Attorney-General Jeffries etated today 
that he would file a motion in the court 
for a new hearing of the case.

IN MURDER TRIAL 


Name of Edward Harris 
Drawn on Venire for Trial 
of Mrs. Cummings. 


If Jury Commissioner Prather had the 
power to summon spirits the ghost of Ed- 
ward M. Harris would sit as a juror in the 
case of Mrs. Minnie Cummings, who is 
charged with murdering him. 

By a remarkab.e coincidence the name of 
Edward M. Harris, who was Mrs. Cum- 


mings’ first husband, was among the 14 
names wheeied by the jury commissioner 
for service in Judge Douglas’ court, in 
which the case of Mrs. Cummings is to 
cume up for trial. 

The Harris summons was given to Dep- 
uty Sheriff Reilly to pe served, and it was 
not until Reilly had started out to tind 
his man that he d.scovered the object of 
his search was dead. 

Harris address on the jury ventire is 
given at 419 Evans avenue, the piace 
where he was shot to death Oct. 5, 1901. 
tis place of business is given as the Unit- 
ed Shoe Machine Co., at 1423 Olive street, 
where he was amployed as a traveling 
salosinan. 

As the jury census !s taken only once in 
every two years, Harris’ name remained 
on the Hist in the jury commissioner's 
Olfiee ufier his death. 

The fact that there are as many as 
140,000 names on the list makes the inci- 
dent of Harris’ name being on this par- 
ticular venire the more remarkable. 

Before her marriage to Dennis Cum- 
mings, with whose murder she is also 
charged, Mre. Cummings was the wife of 
Edward M. Harris. The latter was found 
dead in bed with a bullet wound in his 
head. The coroner's inquest resulted in a 
verdict of suicide. but recently while 
the detectives were working on the Cum- 
mings case they unerarthed evidence which 
resuited in the grandjury indicting the 
woman for the murder of both Harris and 
Cummings. The latter was killed on the 
afternovon of April 18, in his wife's apart- 
ments, 2814 Locust street. 

The Cummings case was called for trial 
shortly before 11 o'clock. Assistant Circuit 
Attorney Maroney said the state was ready 
to proceed, but Col. John I. Martin. for the 
defendant, asked for a continuance, stating 
that his client was not yet ready for trial. 
Judge Dougias reset the case for July 6. 
Mrs. Cummings looked well when she en- 
tered the courtroom. She appeared to have 
become stouter during her confinement i 
ail. She was attired in a gown which 
tted her closely. It was of a pink shade, 
and the first colored garment worn by Mrs. 
Cummings since she discarded her mourn- 
ing dress. 

he was escorted from jail to the court- 
room with several other nrisoners. amorg 
them a negro woman, Jennie Thornton, who 
is also charged with murder.

Rabbi Leon Harrison Intro- 
duces Old Orthodox Custom 
in Synagogue Worship. 


A. NEUMAN EMPLOYED 
AS CANTOR OR CHAZAN 


Change Is Viewed With Satisfaction by 
Jews, Who Regard It as Partial 
Return to Oid Customs They 
Love. 


Rabbi Leon Harrison of Temple Israeli 
has introduced the Jewish orthodox custom 
of having the prayers sung and chanted in 
the original Hebrew serv.ices by a regu- 
larly engaged Chazan, or cantor, in his 
ultra-reiorm congregation. 

The services of A. Neuman, who was for 
sume years the cantor of B’Nai Amoona 
Synagogue, at Thirteenth and Carr sireets, 
have veen socured. Saturday morning Mr. 
Neumen, ussisted by Temple Iisiael chur, 
chanted some of the Hebrew prayers from 


the puipit. 
Vhis ritualistic return to orthodoxy is 
met with favor by all the mempers of 


Temple Israel. It is regarded as in keeping 
wilh the spirit now sweeping through re- 
form Judaism thruughoui the~ Unived 
States, tenuing to keep tne Jew-sh refurm 
Witnia bound. 

Dr. Harrison is receiving the congratu- 
lations of the memvers of his congrega- 
iiun for his endeavors to revivé a cusiom 
which the parents of the present genera- 
tion in the reform congregation temember 
with so much pleasure and pride from tne 
early days. 

Dr. Harrison is not the first to intro- 
duce the cantor in the reform synagogue, 
jor the cantor is a part of the services of 
reform congregations in seve.al of the 
larger cities, while in most semil-reform 
ang «a numver of orthodox synagogues one 
man officiates both as rabbi and cantor. 

Mr. Neuman, the new canior of ‘iemple 
Israel, is versed in Jewish lore. He was edu- 
catedin Europe asa Hebrew reader or 
chazan. He posa@esaes a rare baritone voice, 
which he uses with excellent effect .n sluig- 
ing the Hebrew prayers. When Mr. Neu- 
man came to this country he was not 
immediately able to secure such a posi- 
tion as he desired. He joined a grand 
opera company and traveled all over the 
United States, thus keeping up his vocal 
eroowee and continuing his musical stu- 

es. 

Tne cantor in the reform synagogue 
occupies a unique position. He is usuaily 
also a teacher in the Sabbath school and 
acts as general assistant to the rabbi. 
Mr. Neuman, however, is at present sex- 
ton of Temple Israel in addition to being 
iis cantor, 

The introduction of the cantor in Temple 
Israel will have a tendency, it is believed. 
to bring the Jews into closer affilation with 
the synagogue. Heform has gone so.far in 
the United States as to create alarm, lest 
the old orthodox customs so dear to the 
devout Hebrew be entirely obliterated from 
the reform worship. Even tow most re- 
form Jews know little about thé ancient 
customs and ceremcnies of their people 

nd are surprised at some of the common 
fistoms and regular synagogue services of 
the Jews in the ghetto. 

In speaking of the change in his dis- 
course Saturday morning. abbi Harrison 
stated that the old Jewish prayers were 
very beautiful, and that their beauty 
could best be brought out if thev were 
chanted from the pulpit as In the days of 
old. He stated that the Jews had their own 
rand synagogue music, but that the reform 
Sewe had neelected to use it, adapting 
their chorals from the masters of other re-
